Menbers of the Legislature, the
very argunents that Senator Kristensen and senator Robak gave
for _d0|ng away with corroboration with reference o to adults
applies even nore in the case of children. If it is so easy to
establish corroboration eyen where adults are concerned,
mentioning the thi ngs that_ he tal ked about, gcratches or a tom
garment or something like that, it's easy for an adult to
establish that corroboration than gsgpetines for a child. So why
do away with it'? Because it is perceived +tg pe an insulting
kind of thing inthe law, created by judges, to apply against

this one class of victins. Sonow we're creat.lng a subclass and
setting them aside not through sone fiat of a judge or 5 (gurt

but by the deliberate act of the Legislature we' re creating a
subcl ass which becomes a pool of victims and jf a person who

attacks one of these chaldren is smart enough to make sure that
corroboration is not there, then that child cannot go to .gyrt.
